Mr. Wi Hits, assistant secre- 
tary of agriculture, spoke strongly iu 
favor of sandiug out speakers from the 
colleges aud stations to address 
meetings. It waa the general 
ment of the convention that the sta- 
tions should exhibit their work at state- 
fairs, but should not contend for 
premiums. The farmers' institutes 
were heartily endorsed. 

Capt. Pratt of the Carlisle industrial

The Day Atmoat Rati rely Taken ITp in a 

Tsriir Dfaaaeatea* 

MoNroovDiiv, Ala, Nov. 1& The 
second days' session of the Farmers' 
congress was well attended. The former 
report as to all the states be jg repre- 
sented was a mistake. Delegates did 
not arrive from Virginia, North Caro- 
lina. South Carolina, Mississippi, Ar- 
kansas and several northern and west* 
ern states. 

At the morning session Judge Law- 
rence, of Ohio, president of the Wool 
(trowel's' association, ou behalf of a 
majority* of the committee ot resolu- 
tions, reported a resolution demanding 
that iu case the practical policy i, con* 
tinued all farm products shall beaa. 
fully protected as any article of manu- 
facture. 

Mr. Wilhit'j, of Miasouri. offered a 
minorty report, pledging the farmers of 
the United States to a reduction of tha 
tariif, and to a change of duties from 
the necessaries to the luxuries of life aa i 
fur as possible. 

Both reports were laid over and will 
come up lor act ion later 

J udge Ijuwrence offered resolutions i 
to the effect that the government does 
not neeil the revenue raised by the tax 
on spirits, and that the question' bn* 
relegated to the states; also favoring the I 
repeal of tax on tobacco. Both resolu- 
tions were reported adversely by the 
committee. 

Hon. L. S. Coffin * delivered an 
address ou railroads and their relations i 
to the farmer. The speaker was sharp- 
ly criticised bv a number of delegates as 
being too much in sympathy with rail- 
roadii aud corporations. 

Judge Lawrence road a paper on- 
"Wbolt "rowing and Mutton 'Produc- 
ing, " pointing out the great benefit 
which arise to the whole people from 
increased sheep raising, and urgiug pro- 
tection fur this interest. Judge Law- 
rence's address was followed by soma 
adverse discussion. One delegate cited i 
an instance of an investment of $1,01? 
in sheep which paid n profit of over 4a 1 
per oent. iu one year, which, he said, 
set this industry beyond the need of a- 
protective tariff. 

At the afternoon session a paper waa 
read by John A. Scott, of Illinois, en- 
titled "A Word of Encouragement te 
Our Parmer Jlovs. " Another paper 
was. read on "The Possibdities ol 
Agriculture iu Alabama " by Professor 
J. S. Newman, of the Alabama Agricul- 
ture and Mechanical college.

The Knight* of Labor UevUIng Their 
Constitution. 

Atlanta, Oa>, Nov. 15. The morning* 
session of the Knights of Labor was 
taken up in receiving and discussing 
tho the report of the committee on laws.

It was decided that on Saturday the 
convention would go into committee of 
the whole on the state of the order and 
give every one an opportunity to ask 
questions aud make any statement neces- 
sary.
